Steel Helmet Leader In- 
dorses Move But London 
Observer Sees Diplo- 
matic Blunder. 


By the Associated Press. 

An official of the 
Helmet veterans’ organization yester- 
day indorsed Germany’s latest move 
to obtain arms equality with other 
nations as Paris and London govern- 
ment circles declined to comment on 
the probable position to be taken by 
their nations. 

Colonel Theodore Duesterberg, sec- 
ond chairman of the Steel Helmet, said 
ex-service men are behind the gov- 
ernment’s move to obtain arms equal- 
ity and revision of the Versailles 
treaty, while a government spokesman 
reiterated Germany’s position’ that 
other nations must disarm as Ger- 
many has. 

The French cabinet discussed in de- 
tail an informal communication from 
Berlin in which Germany asked mod- 
ification of tue Versailles treaty to 
allow, among other things, an _  in- 
creased army corps, coastal artillery, 
a military aviation corps and school 
for military pilots, ecnstruction of 
forts on frontiers, permission to build 
war material factories and an exten- 
sion of the navy to include airplane 
carriers, cruisers and submarines. 

After the cabinet meeting no word 
was given as to the probable stand 
France will take. 

There was little official comment 
in London, but the question was raised 
as to whether Germany had blundered 
diplomatically in her attempt to 
achieve arms equality. 

The Paris newspaper Le Temps 
said it understood the German request 
for equality also was being forwarded 
to Rome and Washington. 


PARIS, Sept. 1.—(4)—Germany’s 
attempt to free herself from the lim- 
itations. placed on’ her armaments by 
the Versailles treaty was discussed in 
great detail at a meeting of the cab- 
inet today, but at the conclusion of 
the session not a word was forthcom- 
ing concerning the stand France will 
take. 

Although every member of the gov- 
ernment was uncommunicative con- 
cerning the representations that have 
been made by Germany to France, it 
was understood that the principal

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1.-—()— 
Hanford MacNider’s resignation as 
minister to Canada was accepted to- 
day by President Hoover and he will 
plunge immediately into the republic- 
an campaign in an effort to round up 
the votes of former service men. 

Henry Allen, publicity director for 
the republican national committee, 
said that the erstwhile diplomat would 
be attached to Chicago campaign head- 
quarters engaged in the same work he 
performed in 1928. At that time he

MacNider already had made known 
to his friends that he would attend 
the coming national convention of the 
American ‘Legion, where a_ dispute 
over the bonus question impends. The 
president has expressed unequivocal 
opposition to additional bonus pay- 
ments. ; 

MacNider’s letter of resignation 
said he was quitting his post to give 
his attention to “private affairs.” 

In accepting his resignation, the 
president said MacNider’s part in the 
consummation of the St. Lawrence 
treaty was ‘“‘a notable service, and one 
of which you may always be proud.”

NEW YORK, Sept. 1.—() —Mayor 
Walker's statement in full follows: 

“A Jetter from my counsel, Mr. John 
J. Curtin, received today, has caused 
me to make a momentous decision. 
That is whether or not I shall refuse 
to go again to Albany to further 
subject myself to an un-American, un- 
fair procéeding conducted by Governor 
Roosevelt against me. 

“Three weeks ago I went to Albany 
with my counsel confident that we 
would be accorded a fair hearing, con- 
ducted in accordance with the rules 
established under our principles of 
government, 

“My counsel, Mr. Curtin, demand- 
ed at the opening of the hearing that 
the governor summon those witnesses 
upon whose testimony Mr. Seabury 
or the governor based the so-called 
charges against me, in order that I 
might face them and that my coun- 
sel might have an opportunity to 
cross-examine them. This was de- 
nied by the governor. At no time 
was Mr. Seabury even called upon by 
the governor to name those witnesses, 
much less to summon them. As soon 
as this ruling was made I protested, 
but without avail. 

Hearing Travesty.

Three jurors in a recent civil suit 
in superior court were cited to show 
cause ‘why they should not be ad- 
judged in-contempt of court Thursday 
by Judge E. E. Pomeroy, after G. C. 
Gray filed a complaint with the judge 
alleging that while a member of a 
jury on the case he was forced to cast 
a verdict against his will by threats 
of physical abuse. 

Gray alleges that on May 27, while 
a juror in the trial of the cage of 
Sallie Mae Summers versus the Sonth- 
ern Railroad and the Atlanta Termi- 
nal Company in a suit for damages, 
he was in favor of a verdict for the 
plaintiff but that the other 11 men 
were in favor of the defendants. When 
he refused to. agree, he said, three of 
them threatened him with bodily vio- 
lence if he did .not cast his ballot 
as they did.

Many a time while Mayor Walker 
was off on a vacation trip to Europe, 
or to Bermuda, or traveling elsewhere, 
McKee acted as chief executive, swing- 
ing a silver pick to break ground for 
the $60,000,000 Hudson river bridge, 
or presiding at meetings of the board 
of estimate. 

And as for presiding at meetings, 
it’s a safe bet that the board of esti- 
mate, under his direction, will get its 
business done although it will lack 
the sparkle Walker gave it. During 
all of Walker’s term McKee presided 
over the board of aldermen and com- 
pletely changed that body from a 
rough assemblage that frequently 
broke up in fist fighta to a model of 
parliamentary propriety. 

One of his first innovations was to 
open the board meetings with prayer, 
a different clergyman delivering the 
invocation each time. The Freethink- 
ers’ Society protested in vain. Under 
such influence the physical, and even 
the verbal, fights disappeared. 

Like his political leader, Edward J. 
Flynn, democratic boss of the Bronx, 
McKee is a graduate of Fordham. 
After his name he is privileged to 
write the degrees of A. B., A. M., 
LL.

Allow at least six 
weeks to elapse before using any of 
them. Serve them as a relish with 
meats. 

One of the more unusual recipes is 
for elderberry jelly. Because of the 
nature of elderberries, they need apple 
juice to make them jell. Therefore, 
this fragrant jelly is really a com- 
bination of apple and elderberry. 

Gather the elderberries before they 
are too ripe. Wash them and place in 
a kettle with water not quite suf- 
ficient to cover the berries. Cook until 
soft, let drip overnight in a jelly bag. 
Do not squeeze the juice out in an 
effort to hurry things along. To this 
juice, which will, of course, be very 
dark in color, add an equal amount 
of apple juice, which has been ex- 
tracted over night in the same man- 
ner as the elderberry juice. Measure 
the combined juices, and bring them 
quickly to a boil. To each pint of 
juice add one pint of sugar. Stir con- 
stantly and boil rapidly until the jelly- 
ing stage is reached. This will not be 
long. Test with a spoon, and when 
the liquid sheets from the edge of the 


bowl of the spoon, the jelly is done.)
